War in the East 


The war in the Far East, from 
China to the Gilbert Islands, has 
assumed already the appearance 
of a single campaign. [It is not 
merely that the Allied commands 
Oppose the forces of Japan 
throughout the whole area; the 
unity of the campaign lies in the 
fact that it is directed through- 
out against a single carefully- 
planned ring of Japanese defences. 
A line drawn from Wake Island, 
through the Gilbert Islands, and 
on by way of New Guinea and 
Timor to Burma and the western 
borders of China, will be found 
to embrace the islands of Japan 
itself, upon three sides, in a 
strong protective eovering. The 
portion of south-west China 
which is still controlled by the 
Chungking Government is the 
unly important bulge in this line; 
and it appears that the battle of 
Changteh, which is still in 
progress, is part of an attempt to 
extend Japanese contro] over this 
area also. According to the latest 
report from Chungking, Japanese 
forces have succeeded in forcing 
their way into Changteh, where 
street-fighting is still taking 
place; and, if the city falls, the 
thrust is expected to develop 
southwards towards the im- 
portant city of Changsha, the 
capital of Hunan province. 
The extent of the Japanese losses 
—as given by Chungking—indi- 
cates that the struggle for 
Changteh is the most notable 
clash between the forces in China 
within recent, months. Apparently, 
ithe Japanese leaders are intent 
upon objectives more permanent 
and vital than guerrilla successes 
were likely to produce. Further 
down, in -Indo-China, Anglo- 
American air forces have been 
making heavy raids on Japanese 
positions. In Burma things are 
‘* all quiet ’’ ; but Reuter’s special 
correspondent reports that tho 
Japanese and the Anglo-Indian 
forces are  ‘‘ jockeying 
position,” in anticipation of a 
strong attack by the latter in the 
near future. In this area, in par- 
ticular, the Japanese are learning 
the disadvantages of being over- 
powered in the air; for Allied air- 
craft are not only striking re- 
peated blows at their ground 
positions, but are making the 
problems of transport by road and 
rail increasingly difficult. 

On. the remainder of the ring the 
push against the defences 's 
already in progress, The Aus- 
tralians in New Guinea have 
consolidated their position in the 
Finschafen district, and have 
taken the mountain stronghold of 
Sattelburg. Now, they are pushing 
through the jungle, along a track 
prepared by tanks and bombers, 
and have captured Bonga, a 
village of native huts which has 
‘Strategical value as the junction 
of ‘two principal jungle trails. 
The Japanese are reported to be 
preparing defences in depth from 
Timor to New Guinea, possibly to 
guard against a stroke at the 
Philippine Islands. The American 
positions on the Gilbert Islands, 
where landings were made ‘last 
week, have been secured. Here, 
too, the losses of the attackers, 
as disclosed by Colonel Knox, 
Secretary of the U.S. Navy, last 
week, give some idea of the 
importance attached to the. Gilbert 
Islands by the Allied leaders, as 
an advanced base for a thrust 
against the Caroline Islands. Air 
superiority appears to have been 
established by the Allies all over 
the Far Eastern theatre; their 
future success will depend largely 
upon their ability or inability to 
establish a like superiority over 
the still strong. Japanese Navy. 
Colonel Knox, in the speech 
already mentioned, said that since 
the date of Pearl Harbour 
American naval strength had boen 
doubled, and that building con- 
tinued to be well in advance of 
sinkings. If they are thus placed 
in a position of inferiority on the 


sea as well’ as in the air, the. 


Japanese leaders will have an 
extremely difficult problem to face 
in the event of a general Far 
Eastern offensive.

Coal Utilisation 


The quinquennial report of the 
British ~Coal Utilisation Research 
Association to-day contains a com- 
prehensive review of the great 
amount of research work going on 
into fuel economy. A topical item 
deals with the Association’s ¢volu- 
tion of a central draught producer— 
equipped with a slag wool filter— 
which proved itself eminently suited 
for running on alkali activated coke 
and other carbonised fuels, tolerat- 
ing a much higher ash content than 
most other designs of portable gas 
producer. So succeesful were the 
trials that a scheme was put for- 
ward to the Government for the 
equipment of 50,000 vehicles, with a 
consequential annual saving of 
150,000,000 gallons of petrol. One 
ea advantage was that a stan- 
ardiscd fuel would be used which 
would easily be provided by treating 
gas coke from gasworks operating 
continuous vertical. retorts. To the 
great regret and disappointment of 
the. Association, the Government 
turned the scheme down on the 
ground that the only fuel actually 


| available then was anthracite.

This fact makes it the 
more surprising that the simple 
practice of assigning a certificate 
grading to each film, to indicate 
whether or not it Ts suitable for 
exhibition before an audience of 
children, has never been put into 
force in Eire. 

In England each film submitted to 
the Censorship Board ig released by 
the Board with an “ A,” ‘‘U,” or 
“H” Certificate. “U” films can 
be seen by every type of audience, 
“A” films cannot be seen by 
children under 16, unless they are 
accompanied by a parent or guar- 
dian; and the “ under 16s ” are not 
admitted to “H” Certificate films 
under any circumstances. 

Although, Heaven knows, there 
can be few people in this country 
who would wish to see the existing 
‘censorship stiffened, there is a great 
deal to be said for taking measures 
to prevent the young from getting 
misleading ideas about civilisation 
from third-rate films of the gangster 
category. Comhairle na n-Og, the 
Children’s Film Committee of the 
Irish Film Society, has been under- 
taking some admirable work in this 
connection. 

With the co-operation of the Film 
Trade Association, it arranged 
during the year a series of matinéés 
for children at-which only films of a 
suitable nature were shown. Com- 
hairle na n-Og yg for, and 
richly deserves, the support of 
teachers and parents, who are asked 
to take a greater interest in the 
activities of the local cinema, and 
to co-operate with the manager when 
he attempts to meet the require- 
ments of juvenile audiences,

The most conspicuous distinction 
between orthodox and __iiberal 
Judaism is the absence of organs in 
orthodox synagogues.
